Sumpter Board ratifies first-ever 
fire department union contract

At a special meeting on Feb. 14, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees took 
three minutes to unanimously ratify the first- 
ever collective bargaining agreement with 
the newly organized Michigan Association 
of Fire Fighters/Sumpter Township. 

There are 32 members in the union and 
they already had ratified the contract. 

The board had been informed of the 
progress on the contract and this was the 
final step. 

Printed versions of the document, with 
typographical errors corrected and minor 
language revisions, will be released shortly, 
said Supervisor Johnny Vawters. 
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The special meeting was set up at the 
regular meeting on Feb. 12 and Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman was absent and excused 
from both meetings. 

Supervisor Vawters said the board had 
intended to name interim Fire Chief Joe 
Januszyk as permanent chief at the Feb. 
14 meeting, but the item didn’t get on the 
special agenda and so the promotion will 
be done at the next regular meeting on Feb. 
26. 

During the Feb. 12 meeting, prior to 
approving a union contract, a matter related 
to the fire department was settled. 

Martin Kalasz, a Sumpter fire fighter for 
40 years, was scheduled for a disciplinary

hearing, reportedly for refusing to sign a 
negative evaluation on him. 

Kalasz usually deals with his issues in 
public, but this time he 
was accompanied by 
MAFF representative 
John Haase, who said, 
this time, Kalasz chose Het 
to discuss the matter in ae 
closed session. 

Township attorney A. 
Rob Young announced 
that the board members have a memo on 
the matter from Fire Chief Januszyk. 

After 40 minutes behind closed doors, 
the township board went back into regular 
session and voted unanimously to accept 
Kalasz’s statement that he intends to 
retire. 

The motion was made by Trustee Peggy 
Morgan and seconded by Treasurer John 
Morgan. Township attorney Rob Young 
spoke for the board before the vote was 
taken. 

He said sometimes in the heat and desire 
to comply with new regulations and to 
establish yourself as a modern department, 
townships reach down, sometimes, and 
require people to go to training as a price 
for being paid for what they want to do. 

He said he didn’t know if this was good 
or bad. 

He said there are changes in fire department 
standards and operating procedures and in 
the process sometimes you lose sight of the 
human element. 

He said Kalasz has been a Sumpter fire 
fighter for 40 years and has dedicated 
himself as a fire fighter and done other 
positive things in the community. 

“Where we’re going with training and 
requirements ... we forget the people 
who sacrificed for years for no pay ... 
Unfortunately, times are different...” 

Young said Kalasz doesn’t want to fight 
with the board anymore and he would like 
to retire with no more fighting and no more 
talking with the attorney. 

Young said Kalasz has decided 40 years 
is enough and that he has dedicated a 
lifetime. 

Young said Kalasz has accepted retirement 
and there will be a formal ceremony before 
the board with fire fighters present that will 
present him with a badge and helmet and 
other assets. 

“At the next board meeting, his service 
will come to an end,” Young said, noting 
that will probably be on Feb. 26.

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Belleville businessmen bring their concerns to Planning Commission

Three Belleville businessmen attended 
the Feb. 14 meeting of the city Planning 
Commission to express their deep concerns 
about the Downtown Overlay District rules 
that affect them in a negative way. 

Present were former Mayor Glenn Silvenis, 
owner of a real estate firm on Main Street; 
Gary Snarski, owner of another real estate 
firm in a historic building that has been 
upgraded at great expense on Main Street; 
and Bob Stoner, who owns an office building 
in the former movie theater on Main. 

Silvenis asked if the planning commission 
had done an economic impact study before 
putting in place the ordinance that limits 
office space in favor of retail. 

While the offices now in place are 
grandfathered in, if someone wants to sell 
an office building, the new owner would 
have to put in retail on the ground floor. This 
ordinance has been in place since the summer 
of 2010. 

Silvenis said, if the Deering Agency, for 


example, wished to sell its building to another 
insurance company, it would be prohibited. 

Silvenis was told by the planning consultant 
that the building could be sold for the same 
use. 

“Tf it’s vacant for 90 days, you can’t,” said 
DPW Director/Building Official Keith Boc, 
adding the planning commission is working 
at updating the ordinance and that provision 
could be changed. 

Silvenis said the businesses never got 
proper notification on the change and, “I 
knew nothing about it.” 

Planning Commission chairman Steve Jones 
said the ordinance changes were published as 
required by law. 

“You're trying to legislate demand. You’re 
not doing that,” Silvenis said. 


Jones said it’s not the planning commission’s 
purview to see what businesses are trying to 
come in. He said the planning commission 
and city council are “totally different” than 
they were when the ordinance was enacted. 

Jill Bahm of Birchler Arroyo said the 
planning 


commission is studying the 
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downtown to determine the kinds of uses to 
contribute to a vibrant downtown. She said 
they want it walkable, with people going 
from shop to shop. 

She said they are talking about it and coming 
up with solutions to mix up the uses, liven 
up the downtown, and make the community 
vibrant again, with fewer offices and more 
retail. 

“I just don’t understand it,” Silvenis said. “I 
was going to be a city planner, but changed 
my major,” he said explaining that he had 
gained knowledge of the field. 

He said the government is taking the lead 
in putting businesses out of the community. 
He asked them if they wanted everyone to 
go to Van Buren Township? If the Deering 
building is empty for 90 days it can’t sell to 
another insurance agency, he stated. 

“We’re trying to alleviate the situation 

. that took place three years ago,” said 
Commissioner Michael Renaud. 

“Can we go back to the way it was?” asked 
Stoner. “I have the Professional Building, 
with all offices.” 

“You were already non-conforming when 
you bought it,” Boc said, noting it should be 
in office zoning. 

“Tt was a theater,” Silvenis said. 

Snarski said limiting the office space to a 
percentage of the downtown, which is being 
proposed, doesn’t make sense to him. 

“We all want retail,” Snarski said, adding 
that he and Silvenis, as realtors, are trying to 
work with their clients. 

He said Dr. Robbe’s building is zoned retail 
and has been vacant for more than 90 days 
with offices in back. 

“What does he do?” Snarski asked. “If it 
can only be sold for retail, what does it do for 
people who own the building?” 

“You want retail, but you don’t want to 
affect your business?” Jones said to Snarski. 
“T just want clarification.” 

Snarski took offense to Jones’ comment, 
saying if Bob Stoner wants to sell his building, 
with all offices, what does that do? 

“It’s not about Gary,” he stated. 

Jones cut off his statement, saying some 
houses have been changed into businesses 
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and they have to figure out how to make 
adjustments. 

He said Stoner’s building could possibly 
be office space, but as a city they have to 
come up with how they want the downtown 
to look. 

“We could say, it’s hard out, do what you 
want,” Jones said, adding in the future you 
couldn’t put people out. He said they want 
to make a walkable downtown and they are 
trying to make a logical mix of the whole 
downtown. 

Jones said they could lose in the long term 
and they can’t let it all be office space. 

“When you made a comment to me, I take 
offense,” Snarski said to Jones, noting Jones 
just said it again. 

“T apologize if I misunderstood you,” Jones 
said to Snarski. 

Boc suggested they could put a limit of 8% 
of professional offices allowed and once that 
is surpassed, no more. He said they could keep 
a file on them. He said some buildings have 
no window frontage and are not designed for 
retail. 

Commissioner Michael Hawkins, who 
voted against the ordinance in 2010, said 
there is so much room for more development 
on Main Street that he would rather restrict 
what’s being built than what’s already built. 

He referred to the photos of the downtown 
area taken by Bahm and displayed on the 
walls in long displays showing a block at a 
time. 

Bahm said her figures show that office and 
services are currently 22%, plus medical 
offices makes 36%. Retail, barber and 
personal services is 16% -- about half. 

After more discussion, Silvenis asked if one 
of Stoner’s tenants moved out, can he rent it 
to another tenant? 

Boc said he can’t expand the footprint of 
the building, to discourage the growth of 
a non-conforming use. Boc said he really 
wouldn’t know if one tenant was moving out 
and another moving in. 

Silvenis said the planners talk about retail 
space, but they should consider that with 
amazon.com and eBay, a lot of purchases are 
made on line.

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Van Buren Township 
ratifies 2-year AFSCME 
union contract

A two-year contract with Local 236 of the 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees was unanimously 
ratified by the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees at its regular meeting Feb. 5. 

The contract had already been ratified by 
the AFSCME local, which has 26 members. 
It runs from Jan. 1, 2013 to Dec. 31, 2014. 

There was no discussion on the contract, 
with Clerk Leon Wright noting that it has 
been in negotiation for the last year and a

half. 

At the board’s work study session on Jan. 
31, attorney Ethan Vinson was invited to 
give a list of the significant changes in the 
contract and he reported the following. 

e For health care coverage the employee 
now will pay 10%, which Vinson called 
one of the most significant changes. 

e There are no wage increases, but there 
is a $750 signing bonus for 2012, a $750 
bonus for 2013 and a $500 bonus payable 
in 2014. 

e There is a change to the Timeliness 
part of the Grievance and Arbitration 
procedure. Any grievance at the Step Level 
2 not answered within a specified time by 
the township will be deemed granted. This 
represents a change in the existing contract 
in that if it wasn’t answered it then would 
go to the next step. This puts pressure upon 
the supervisor to respond immediately to 
the grievance. 

e There are changes in bereavement 
leave, expanding the definition of 
immediate family to include stepchildren 
and grandchildren. The new contract also 
allows one day bereavement leave to attend 
the funeral of a niece, nephew, and the non- 
custodial mother or father of a child. 

e There is a change in the overtime call- 
in time for Water and Sewer Department 
standby employees. The new contract 
increases the standby holiday rate for the 
standby employees to be paid at the Sunday 
rate. The new contract also creates a new 
Section 6 which creates an 8-hour break 
between the time an employee leaves after 
working a minimum of 4 hours overtime 
within a 24-hour period before returning to 
work. 

e The new contract allows employees to 
cash out 3 days of their leave days which 
would be payable the first pay period in 
November for Christmas shopping. Also 
all bonuses are payable the first pay in 
November. 

When Treasurer Sharry Budd noted at the 
work/study session that there was another 
change that was significant, Vinson was led 
to explain the changes to annual vacations 


and then provided an updated written 
summary of contract changes to the board 
the next day. 

Vinson wrote: “Under the prior contract, 
there was a two-tier system for vacations. 
One applied to employees who were hired 
prior to Oct. 8, 1986, of which there was 
one [Kristy Bovitz], and the other applied to 
employees hired after Oct. 8, 1986, which 
covered the remainder of the employees. 

“Under the old contract, new employees 
with 6 months to 1 year of seniority would 
receive a half a day per month. 

“Now employees with 6 months to 5 years 
will receive 1 day per month. Employees 
with 5 to 10 years seniority would get a day 
and a half. Previously the day and a half 
would not kick in until after 7 years. 

“Under the new contract, employees with 
10-15 years would get 2 days per month, 
whereas previously employees with 10-15 
years would get one and a half days per 
month and after 15 years two and a half 
days per month and under the old proposal 
it was 2 days per month. 

“This represents an increase of 6 days per 
year with employees of 10 years or more.” 

After the contract was ratified by the 
board, AFSCME Local 236 president 
Brenda Kurtz thanked the board for 
approving their contract.

When Judge Groner asked for an 
explanation of the manslaughter charge, 
their court-appointed attorney stated that 
their child drowned when they were both 
sleeping off being highly intoxicated. 

Both parents could face 10 tol5 years 
in prison if convicted for “gross negligent 
failure to supervise”, resulting in Oliver’s 
drowning in the swimming pool. 

After their trial judge was selected by 
a blind draw, Perry and Hunt returned to 
court on Friday, Feb. 15, before Judge 
Dana Margaret Hathaway for a calendar 
conference. 

Mark Notely, the court-appointed attorney 
representing Perry, also stood in for Hunt’s 
absent attorney Brian Gagniuk. 

Notely and Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor Carin Goldfarb agreed on an 
April 5, 2013 Final Conference and set a 
trial date for April 11. 

Prosecutor Goldfarb said they would 
have seven witnesses at the trial. Notely, on 
behalf of Perry and Hunt, said they would 
have the same seven from the prosecution, 
plus two more.
